DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The prior art references do not disclose or suggest the teachings of a hydrogen 
generator comprising first and second passages configured to branch off, at their 
leading ends, from the mixed gas passage and join each other at their trailing ends; first 
turning means formed in the first passage to turn the mixed gas flowing in the first 
passage in a first direction; and second turning means formed in the second passage to 
turn the mixed gas flowing in the second passage in a second direction opposite to the 
first direction.
